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CITIZENS DEMAND : 
MARKET BUILDING 


Large Deputation Waits on City Council Asking That 


By-Law be Submitted. 


SOME EXPLANATIONS ARE GIVEN 


Award of Paving Contracts Held Over to a Special Meeting on Thursday 


Awaiting Reports of City Engineer and Commissioner —Sewer 
Pipe Contract Awarded. 


An indignant delegation of almost 
fifty citizens swept down on the city 
council at the council chamber last ey- 
cning to demand that the $0,o00-by- 
law for the erection of a market build- 
ing on Jirst street be submitted to 
the people instead of being shelved 
as was presumably done at the last 
council meeting. 

J. Travis Barker and Mr. Calhoun 
were spokesmen for the delegation. 
They’ laid great stress on the fact 
that the people by a recent plebiscite 
had decided that the market should go 
on First street and indicated thereby 
their wish that the present market site 
he reserved for a city hall location, 

ixplanations «then followed «from 
the aldermanic seats. Ald.» Lundy 
pointed out that he has not respon- 
sible for the matter having been laid 
over aigiast week's meeting. It was 
Ald. Gatiepy. who had moved a, resplu-, 
tion to that effect. He had no inten- 
tion of letting the matter drop indef- 
initely, but wanted the council to-give 
the erection of a gmarket buildiirg more 
careful? ‘consider ation. 

Vested Interests? 

Ald, Hyndman said he would like to 
see the market square a hreathing 
space in the heart of the city He re- 


woninded the delegation, however, ‘that 


vested interests were concerned at 
presemt. It had been represented to 
him by men of financial standing that 
it would be ruin to a dozen or more 
businesses around if the market were 
removed to First stret. Ife was, how- 
ever, relieved to see Mr. Barker take 
the lead in advocating that it be mov- 
ed, as he had interests there. How- 
ever, careful consideration should be 
siven to thé matter. The square cost 
the city $143,000 and park accommoda- 
tion there would cost $200,000, accord- 
ing to present values. What bothered 
him was whether it was right. to take 
awiy from merchants the custom 
which came to them by reason of the 
market being there. A few people 
down city were taxed for the benefit 
of the people at large.. He was in 
favor of having a park on the present 
square, but he was in doubt as to 
whether a few people should pay for 
it, He thought a public meeting 
should be called to discuss the market 
question freely and frankly. Nothing 
should be done to benetit any special 
class or number of people. 

In reply Mr. Barker said that the 
Present square was nota business cen- 
Ire. 


“TY hope not,” added Mr. Hyndman. 


Demand Is Not New. 

Mr. Harlan said he recollected that 
nine years ago there was a demand 
for a market building, and the demand 
has been insistent ever since. Expres- 
sion of the will of the people in the 
piebiscite showed that the disposition 
of the people was to preserve the 
present site for something better, viz., 
a city hall.’ The people would not 
consent to have the market building 
so on the present site. Tle suggested 
that the $9,000 by-law be voted on 
as the others. Whatever the verdict 
the delegation would submit.

Ald. Gariepy thought that the mo- 
tives of the aldermen were pure. No 
one had spoken to him of the market 
proposition. What he was doing was 
without prejudice. he First street 


site was purchased as a hay market, 


no mention being made of a_build- 
ing.) Jn January he was away and dur- 
ing his absence a plebiscite was sub- 
mitted. When he jeard-of it he dis- 
approved at once and was not a party 
to it. It was not in the nature of a 
bylaw: because a bylaw was. only. to 
learn the negative sentiment. A pleb- 
iscite was often not followed up as in 
the case ofa prohibition: plebiscite. 
His motion at the previous meeting 
was that the bylaw be laid on the table 
to be considered later on as the, coun- 
cil never went into the question of 
plans or location of the vuilding on the 
site, ‘The estimate of $0,000 was based 
onan old plan. He mentioned this to 
show that his motion was amply jus- 
tified. Refore closing the question 
it should be decided whether a build- 
ing should go up, if so where, and 
what kind of building. No plans had 
as yet been prepared. He was ready 
to support a motion to give the ques- 
tion full consideration along the lines 
suggested. 

“To convinee the delegation that 
the council was in earnest,” said Ald. 
Gariepy, “I move that the matter be 
laid over until next week's meeting, 
when more mature consideration can 
be given to it.” Ald, Lundy seconded 
the motion on the same ground. He 
did not see why the peopfe Should 
rush to the conclusion that a builds 
ing would not be built.

SECURED FRANCHISE 
IN PRINCE RUPERT 


Ri Beutinel ' Refuras | Fremis Prine 
Rupert Where he Says his Com- 
pany Will Spend | $1,500,000 


in Two Years, 


Mr. R. Britinel, of Edmonton, who, 
according to the Prince Rupert Op- 
timist has acquired the  ‘T’simpsean 
Light and Power Company, returned 
to the city yesterday. The ‘l’'simp- 
sean company held the franchise: for 
the installation of gas, light, power, 
telephone, telegraph, and street rail- 
way system in Prince Rupert within a 
radius of 75 miles from the source of 
power, which is the Khtada River, and 
the only river of any. size offering 
power facilities in the vicinity 

Although the people of Prince Rup- 
ert were bitterly opposed to — the 
Tsimpsean Company when formed, 
they were fair-minded enough-to ap- 
preciate that the situation is now 
changed. According to the Optimist 
the franchise, which was a permanent 
danger when in the hands of charter- 
mongers, is now really a good thing 
for the city, since Mr. Brutinel and -his 
associates bought it with the idea of 
developing their power and supply of 
yas, light, ete, at reasonable prices.

Speaks at Halifax of the Differences 
With Quebec Conservatives, 


SAYS EMERGENCY EXISTS 


Declares. :Government’s ‘nEtude on the 
~ Navy Question is.a Hidden Declaration 
of Independence and Separation. 


Halifax, N.S., March 29—“’he chief, 
if not the only, difference of opinion 
hetween my colleagues from Quebec 
and myself, on the naval defence ques- 
tion, is in the estimates of the gravity 
of existing conditions. ; 

“T believe that an. emergency ‘has 
arisen which-makes it the imperative 
duty of Canada to proffer immediate 
and effective aid, to offer it now, and 
to stand shoulder to shoulder with our 
fellow dominions. ‘The French-speak- 
ing Conservatives from Quebee are 
not satisted that such emergency ex 
ists.” 

Thus did) Ro 1. Borden, leader of 
the opposition, explain his differences 
with the Quebee members of his party, 
at a banquet given in his honor here 
last night. 

“The absurd argument 
autonomy is in danger by a direct 
emergency contribution, and hardly 
worth mentioning. Was our autonomy 
destroyed, by the gifts to unfortunate 
sufferers at San Francisco, Messina 
and Paris? “Tas it been affected by 
our grants in aid of the Pacific cable, 
by our subsidies: to. steamship. lines? 
Did Australia and New Zealand lose 
their autonomy by making annual 
contributions to the imperial navy 
for ten years? Did we, did any of the 
great dominions beyond the seas lose 
their autonomy by sending their troops 
to South Africa to fight under the Em- 
pire’s flag? The Conservative pro- 
posal, if carried into effect, would cer- 
tainly not decrease’ or affect the aut- 
onomons status of Canada, but should 
on.the contrarysinerease the - self- 
respect of the people. What is ours 
to give or to withhold, we may free- 
ly give.”

The wisdom of the attitude taken by 
the Canadian government in regard to 
the tariff dispute with the United 
States is proven by the success attend- 
ing the negotiations which have been 
going on between Hon. W. S. Fielding 
and President Taft during the last few 
weeks. It has also been shown by the 
attention which has been arounsed 
throughout United States. as to the 
value to that country of Canadian 
trade. Canada is in a position to as- 
sert her complete commercial inde- 
pendence of. United States, but to do 
so would entail a sacrifice upon this 
country, even if the other country 
would be the greater sufferer. Canada 
as well as the United States will bene- 
fit by the existence of friendly rela- 
tions between the two countries. And 
it is eminently satisfactory that this 
amicable arrangement has been 
reached with only minor concessions 
on the part of this country. Instead 
of the extension to the United States 
of the whole “favored nation” schedule 
as was at first. demanded, Canada 
grants the intermediate rates of duty 
in thirteen United States products, the 
most important of which seems to be 
manufactured silk. On the other hand 
the United States extends to Canada 
the full minimum tariff. United States 
demanded the abrogation or prohibi- 
tion of export dutics on pulp wood 
cut on crown -lands and wood pulp 
shipments from the various provinces. 
By the settlement reached, however, 
the provinces are not to be interfered 
with although the Dominion Govern- 
ment has undertaken not to prohibit 
the exportation of pulp wood or wood 
pulyp. 

Down in Maryland the Democrats 
are ready to walk right over the eighth 
amendment to the United States con- 
stitution and any other obstacle that 
may stand in the way in order to dis- 
enfranchise the negro. The Demo- 
crats in the south always have had it 
in more or less for the black man, one 
of-his worst faults being that he is al-

ble is, however, that the negro of the 
south does not even make a good 
Republican. He is illiterate, and his 
vote, so the while folks and especially 
the Democrats say, is easily purchase- 
able. And on top of it all, he is in 
the majority. Speaking of the clean- 
ness or otherwise of elections in Can- 
ada, a man from Maryland once re- 
marked that it was all very well to 
have clean elections in the north, but 
that in his state if they did not have 
some corruption, the negroes would 
be able to control the whole state gov- 
ernment.

RATE DISCRIMINATION 


= 
(Toronto Globe) 
This subject, in which the public are 
deeply, though indirectly, interested, 
has been handled before tne Canadian 


_ Institute. by Prof. McLean, of the Rail- 


way Commission, who is one of Can- 
ada’s best authorities on transporta- 
tion problems. The practice of fixing 
rates acording to the bearing power of 
the traffic has been in force so long 
and, trade has become so completely 
adjusted to it that a change to a regu- 
lar =~ reasonable system could not be 
introduced hurriedly without serious 
disturbances and injuries. If the pub- 
lic. have any grounds for dissatisfac- 
tion, it is because the change is not 
being pressed forward fast enough by 
Railway 
agents have asked to see a man’s 
books in Canada and learn his profits 
before deciding the rates on his goods, 


and have even told him that he must 


cut down expenses that they may ‘ob- 
tain more from him. A man in such 
a position is always afraid to appeal 
to the press, which could soon relieve 
him. | Weight, bulk, risk, and cost 
of handling should be the considera- 


tions determining freight rates. When 


this is demanded, experts on behalf of 


‘the railways can supply a list of rates 


determined. by these considerations. 
But it is known that there are also 
many rates designed to absorb accord- 


ing to the profits of the various enter- 
prises served. It is the part of the 
Commisison to climinate these rates 
with the least disturbance. 

The railways argue that these rates 
are necessary in’ orser to’ make the 
hauling of-freight with a low bearing 
power possible. It is questionable if 
any railway carries freight at rates 
that yield no profit, but if they do 
it is not in a larger sense excusable 
to do so at the expense of profitable 
industries. Water transportation, al- 
ways competitive, regulates railway 
rates, and the companies have many 
more or less ingenious explanations 
devised to excuse higher proportionate 
rates elsewhere. Lower railway rates 
from Toronto to Montreal with the 
down-stream water transportation as 
compared with rates from Montreal to 
Toronto are explained on the ground 
that the goods as raw material carried, 
to Toronto have already yielded some- 
thing to the railways. © Why that 
should make any difference is among 
the economic mysteries. The railways 
compete across the continent with 
ocean traffic around Cape Horn. This 
is presumably profitable. Tor shorter 
hauls to intermediate points — they 
change not Iess but more, the addition 
being greater as the haul is shorter. 
The illogical economic formulae in 
which they admit that they charge 
hese rates because they cannot charge 
more is regarded as an explanation. 
Elbert Hubbard once explained that 
he rode on a pass because he would 
rather keep the money than transfer 
it to the treasury of a railway com- 
pany. But the railways are never 
quite so frank. If the country had a 
network of toll roads with varied traf- 
fic and the gate-keepers were allowed 
to charge each vehicle all the traffic 
would bear, various lines of business 
would soon adjust themselves to the 
situation. The tolls would present 
all the anomalies, inconsistencies, and 
discriminations which the railways 
seck to justify in freight rates and 
which the Railway Commission is 
gradually eliminating. 


QUEBEC AND HER DUTY 


(Winnipeg Telegram) 


A Quebec dispatch gives the in- 
formation that from that province 
during the year 1909 nearly 20,000 
people Ieft for other sections to make 
their homes. Most of these were 
from the rural districts. Of this 
number nearly 11,000 departed for 
the United States. ULess than -Soo 
found future homes in the Canadian 
West. 

Members of the provincial legisla- 
ture professed surprise at the figures 
of the report of the federal agent of 
colonization. And well may they be 
astonished. With American railroads 
exerting their efforts to divert the 
stream of United States emigration 
from the Canadian West to the south- 
ern and western states, here comes 
the report that in a single year near- 
ly eleven thousand Canadians have 
overlooked the opportunity which 
avaits them in the western provil.ces 
and gone to another nation to -add to 
its productive capacity. 

Seven hundred and eleven people 
of Quebec came to Western Canada 
last. year. Eleven thousand to the 
United States. Canada is getting 
from the republic to the senth thou- 


sands upon thousands of settlers who. 


will in time become an important fac- 
tor in national upbuilding. The bal- 
ance is largely in our favor. But 
something should be done to divert 
this Easiern Canadian emigration to 
the prairie provinces. Every Cana- 
dian saved to Canada is a factor for 
national growth and prosperity. Que- 
bec’s loss is Canada’s gain if Quebec 
sends her people to any other portion 
of the Dominion. But Canada loses 
entirely if she contributes of her 
wealth producing population to the 
growth of the American nation. 


“THE OLD COUNTRY

(Montreal Herald) 

Twenty passenger coaches pulled out 
of Toronto station one day this weck 
carrying a thousand people, most of 
them young men and women in the 
prime of life, and a certain number of 
children with them. These were 
neither Saxons nor Italians, Doukho- 
bors nor Galicians, Finns nor Hun- 
garians. They were not even English 
agricultural laborers nor refugees 
from: the hunger ghettos of the fac- 
tory towns, They were all Ontario 
people, born and bred, from the farms 
and from the towns, and they were 
headed west to make homes for them- 
selves on the prairies. Morcover, this 
Was just one excursion, one of sev- 
eral for this spring. , 

Such a spectacle as that must set 
Easterners thinking, thinking for ex- 
ample of the areas in the old eastern 
states which are now known dest for 
the number of abaydoned farms. It 
is rather curious to have to think of 
Ontario and Quebee and the Maritime 
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Provinces as centres of emigration 
propaganda, but that is evidently what 
is afoot. Of course it is-all right. 
These people are only going out to 
take possession of their heritage. But 
that their going should -be in such 
numbers that a thousand of the 
young and’ strong and hopeful take 
train at the same hour, surely that-is 
a phenomonon hardly to have been 
looked for ina part of the world that 
is still only thinly settled. It just 
goes to show how true it is that popu- 
lation on this continent can hardly 
be called settled av all. It is fluid, 
rather.

TREMENDOUS TASK 
TO GOVERN EMPIRE 


Address by R. L, Borden Before the 
Canadian Club of Boston.

Boston, Mass., March 30.—"The tas 
which confronted George Washington 
and Alexander Hamilton in the con- 
struction days following 1784, was not 
unlike that which confronts the states- 
men of the British Empire at the 
present. time.” was the declaration 
made in an interesting address deliver- 
ed before the Boston Canadian Club 
by K. L. Borden, leader of the Con- 
servative party of Canada. He said, 
in part: 

“The task of the British Empire to- 
day is one of surpassing greatness. 
You have great problems, but con- 
sider for a2 moment those of the Em- 
pire. “Double the area of your vast 
territory, divide it into a hundred frag- 
ments, great*°and small, and distri- 
bute them among the continents, and 
throughout all the seas. Concentrate 
three-fourths of' your white population 
into an area of 250,000 square miles, 
and make it dependent on your over- 
seas dominions for its food supply. 

Jarring Nationalities. 

“Undertake the government ofa 
distant alien population of 300,000,000 
endowed—perhaps encumbered—with 
very old and complicated civilizations, 
embracing fifty jarring and jealous na- 
tionalities, a‘hundred religions, a thou- 
sand different castes, and still unpér- 
meated by any real capacity for the 
task of self-government. 

“Add to your responsibilities some 
‘fifty colonies and protectorates, scat- 
tered throughout the world, and gov- 
erned by such diverse administrative 
methods as are best ‘adapted to the 
requirements of their several peo- 
ples. 

“Complicate this situation by the 
growth of great neighboring naval 
powers, tending to deprive you of that 
secure and open path across the seas, 
which would be absolutely essential 
to the integrity and cohesion of your 
Empire. 

“And commit the control of so vast 
an empire to a Parliament that is 
called upon to settle not only great 
imperial questions,’ but a thousand 
matters of purely domestic concern, 
which in the United States or Canada 
is largely left to the state of provincial 
legislatures or to municipal authori- 
ties.” 

Celebrate Peace Centennial 

Tn conclyding his address Mr. Ber- 
den advocated an adequate celebra- 
tion in a few years of a century of 
peace between Great Britain and the 
United States. He declared that 
“Canada is inseparably united to the 
great Jmpire which owes a proud 
allegiance to King Edward, the Peace- 
maker, but it also in) many 
closely asociated with this glorious 
Republic.” 

In addition to Mr. and Mrs. Borden 
a number of state officials, presidents 
of several Canadian Clubs of Canada, 
and prominent former British citizens, 
were guests of the club, and also 
Governor Weeks, of Connecticut, and 
Governor Quinby, of New Hampshire. 
Dr. Neil McPhatter, president of the 
Canadian Club of New York, weicom- 
ed Mr. Borden in behalf of the Cana- 
dian Clubs of the United States, and 
Licutenant-Governor Frothingham, of 
Massachusetts also expressed his plea- 
ure.

THE ROYAL COMMISSION 


Mr. S. B. Woods Went Over and Ex- 
plained th2 Files from his Former 
Department. 

Yesterday afternoon’s session of the 
A. & G. W. commission was entirely 
taken up with the examination of 
witnesses for discovery. Sidney B. 
Woods, formerly deputy attorney gen- 
eral, was in the witness box -for the 
greater part of the afternoon, J. FE. 
Thom, private secretary to the attor- 
ney general, was the only other wit- 
ness, although Mr. McLeod was _ re- 
called and Mr. McMillan, local super- 
intendent of the C.P.R., were also 
called and questioned. 

Immediately after the Commission- 
ers had taken their seats Mr. Walsh 
announced that he and Mr. Johnstone 
had occupied the greater part of the 
time during the intermission to look 
through the two files that the attorney 
general had produced before lunch 
and which referred to the correspon- 
dence that had passed between him 
and Clark and Minty. Referring to 
the Clarke file, Mr. Walsh stated that 
there were several letters and docu- 
ments on it that had absolutely no re- 
ference to the question in hand and 
that therefore they should be removed. 
This was done and the papers handed 
to Mr. Biggar, as he is Mr, Cross’s 
representative. All of the Minty file 
referred to the transaction, so it was 
put in as an exhibit, complete, with 
the remaining letters on ‘the Clarke 
file. These files are now known as 
Exhibits No. 9 and to, 

Mr. McLeod was then recalled, and 
in answer to a question by Mr. Walsh, 
he handed to him those documents 
which he had promised to produce 
during his previous. examination. 
These consisted of a record of Ictters 
received in the treasury department, 
from July 10th, year not specified, the 
record of letters received by the Exe- 
cutive Council, from Jan. 11th, 1910, 
and some letters from the treasury 
department taken from Mr. Emerson. 
These did not satisfy the council, 
however, and Mr, McLeod was asked 
to bring down the Jetter book of the 
executive department from October 5, 
1905, until July 1u, 1910, and also Book 
No. 1 in the treasurer’s department, 
in order to ascertain at what date the 
record starts.
